AKE a group of people and lead them to a certain spot of beauty or 
interest, and after they have left it, ask each Ills impressions.

* wo will have seen exactly alike. And probably no one will be able to give 
anything outside a mere outline, if asked to write down what he saw. 
Even the most familiar of scenes is quite alien to us. We really see 
little with these eyes of ours. 
There is no finer habit than to write down what one sees from time to 
time. Not only is it fine training for the eyes, but it pricks up the mind 
and makes it alert and ever watchful. Knowledge is increased, and one’s 
ability to appreciate is greatly enlarged. 
I have often talked with returned travelers from foreign countries 
and have asked them what they saw; usually the story is a dull one, tel­ 
ling me of things that I could have read about in a traveler’s guide. 
Writers are usually the most observing, for they have to “dig up 
copy.” Bob Davis will meet a man, or see an old building, or visit a 
country—and within five minutes he will have ferreted out an interesting 
story or legend that will hold one’s attention to the end. Arthur Bris­ 
bane will philosophize or convert what he sees into terms of dollars, and 
O. O. McIntyre will humanize everything he sees. People alone, with all 
their variations, interest him most. 
The average person, however, will travel the same path day after day, 
and see little that he can convert into a readable tale. He either likes or 
dislikes a place or a person—and that is the end of his interest. 
Most people see little, and store less, in their minds. 
I often pick up the journals of Arnold Bennett. They are interesting 
reading. He writes about people and things and places exactly as he 
thought about them. The keeping of a daily diary is an excellent thing. 
It sharpens the mind to observe accurately and to be exact in expression. 
In the year 1825 one of the immortal books of the world was given in 
the diary of Samuel Pepys. It is one of the most human books in exist­ 
ence and will be read and re-read for so long as books are read. He re­ 
corded not only what he saw but what he thought—and he did both in 
the freest of fashion. 
World 
's Largest Tunnel 
Is Nearing Completion 


San Francisco, Sept. 15 (AP.— 
Workmen are putting the finishing 
touches to the world’s largest turv 
neb 
For downright trouble, the driv­ 
ing of this 
twenty-five-mile-long 
subterranean waterway—the most 
difficult part of a $100,000,000 moun­ 
tain 
water 
system—perhaps has 
surpassed anything known to mod­ 
ern engineering. 
It has been more than twenty- 
six years since the first bonds were 
voted to bring pure, cold water 167 
miles to San Francisco from the 
Tuolumne river in the high Sierras, 
in what has been known as the 
Hetch Hetchy project. 
Actual construction has been un­ 
der 
way more 
than twenty-two 
years, but what started as a $45,- 
000,000 
job 
and 
was 
increased 
through enlargement of plans and 
unexpected difficulties to one more 
than twice that costly. 
Obstacles lasted 
Here are some of the obstacles: 
Methane gas, which cost the city 
$1,000,000 and a year’s delay in con­ 
struction progress. 
Quicksand, which filled up more 
than 2,000 feet of the big bore al­ 
most overnight. 
“Swelling” ground which, due to 
the reaction of air on its chemical 
properties, caus id distortion in the 
sides and floor of the tunnel until 
in sections it looked as if it had 
been twisted by earthquakes. 
Tremendous 
heads 
of 
under­ 
ground 
water, which 
had to be 
pumped out through a total vertical 
lift of more than 700 feet. 
Heat of 84 degrees with a humid­ 
ity of IOO per cent. 
Development of a quick drying ce­ 
ment. which would set so rapidly 
that the concrete tunnel lining- 
three feet thick in sections—could 
resist the distortion of heat, shift­ 
ing ground and 
chemical action 
helped win the battle. 
Electric Tumps Used 
The fight against inpouring wa­ 
ter was won by the use of elec- 


electricity had been cut off for only 
a few hours the work crews from 
70 to 2,700 feet below the surface 
probably wrould have drowned. 
The 
city constructed a 
steam 
stand-by plant, and for three years 
it was kept steamed up a n d ,ready 
to be switched onto the power line 
in an emergency. 
It never was 
used. 
So hot were some underground 
sections that air had to be forced 
downward with such force th at it 
would blow the drying concrete off 
the walls. 
Ruined Farmer’s Springs 
To shut off the inflow of water 
from springs and crevices It was 
necessary to shoot a powdery, pure 
cement into the apertures with such 
force that in one instance it pen­ 
etrated to the surface more than 
200 feet above, ruined a farm er’s 
spring, and the city had to buy the 
farm. Other farms had to be pur­ 
chased because their water supplies 
were drained by the tunnel. 
There were 65 miles, all told, of 
tunnels to be constructed, and 72 
miles of pipe lines; there was a $3,- 
000,000 construction railway to be 
built at the outset. 
The 
Hetch 
Hetchey 
project is 
storing water behind six dams, the 
largest of which now is being raised 
to 430 feet from 344 feet to increase 
storage about TO per cent, 
It is expected 60,000,000 gallons 
of water of the ultimate capacity 
of 40,000,000 gallons will be pour­ 
ing into San Francisco some time 
next month. It will take three years 
to HU the city’s reservoirs. 
Three million more will be spent 
for a second pipe line across the 
San Joaquin Valley, another three 
million for raising the dam and 
250,000 horse-power of electricity 
will be available. Now 84,500 horse­ 
power is installed, and the city has 
sold, during construction, approxi­ 
mately $18,000,000 worth.

Harrisburg, Sept. 15 (AP).—Ten 
major appointments were submitted 
to the senate by Governor Pinchot 
Wednesday. 
He demanded confirmation of five 
appointees to the public service 
commission after castigating the 
senate in his message for its “re­ 
peated refusal” in the past to ap­ 
prove them. 
Deal on 3 Reported 
The commissioners whose names 
he submitted are C. Jay Goodnough, 
the P. S. C. chairman of Cameron 
county; P. Stephen Stahlnecker, the 
governor’s former secretary; Her­ 
man J. Goldberg, of Luzerne county, 
former deputy 
attorney general; 
Frederick P. Gruenberg and Thomas 
C. Egan, of Philadelphia. 
Governor Pinchot and the repub­ 
lican chieftains are reported to have 
made a deal whereby Goodnough, 
Stahlnecker and Goldberg will be 
approved. The senate last year re­ 
fused to take action on these and a 
fourth, Gruenberg. The name of 
Egan, who was only recently ap­ 
pointed, has not been given the sen­ 
ate before. 
Stahlnecker and Goldberg, along 
with Goodnough, are believed to be 
almost 
certain 
of 
confirmation 
through their political connections. 
The governor’s former aide has been 
working enthusiastically for the can­ 
didacy of Attorney-General William 
A. Schnader, the G. O. P. nominee 
for governor. Goldberg is a close 
friend and adviser of Schnader. and 
likewise has the support of Judge 
John S. Fine, of Wilkes-Barre, an 
important factor in the state repub­ 
lican machine. 
Face Loss of Jobs 
Failure to gain confirmation will 
mean that the commissioners will 
lose their jobs when Pinchot goes 
out of office in January. The gov­ 
ernor will renew their commission 
after the senate adjourns. 
Other major appointments sub­ 
mitted were Edward A. Stanford, of 
Whitemarsh, chairman of the milk 
control board; his colleagues, John 
A. Barney, of Erie, and Howard B. 
Steele, of Pittsburgh; W. Worrell 
Wagner, of Philadelphia, a member 
of the liquor control board, and 
Charlotte E. Carr, secretary of la­ 
bor and industry.
